was arrested early today by C. H. 
Webster, a Texas ranger, as he crossed 
the international bridge from Juarez. 

Tonight Enrile, once the right hand 
man of Gen. Orozco, suthor of a 
caustic anti-American proclamation 
and chief promoter of the present rev- 
olution, is a prisoner of the United 
States authorities. 

His provisional arrest was ordered 
by the Mexican Federal government, 
which charges Enrile with embezzie- 
ment of funds, while Consul under 
President Diaz in Clifton, Aris., eight- 
een months ago. His extradition on 
thie charge would place him at the 
mercy of the Mexican government for 
his political acts. ' 

Enrile the funds of the 
revolution for three months, and ad- 
mittedly made many enemies, being 
finally repudiated by Orozco. 

Weak from two knife wounds and 
a bullet hole in his shoulder, sustained 
in an encounter with two assassins in 
the city of Chihuahua three weekr 
ago, Enrile doubted the intentions of 
his physicians and sought medical 
treatment in the United States. He 
applied to Marion Letcher, the Ameri- 
can Consul in Chihuahua, for safe 
conduct in the United States, but the 
latter declared the matter outside his 
jurisdiction. 

Preceded by a telegram announc- 
ing his death early yesterday, which 
was intended to fofl his Juarez ene- 
mies, Enrile was placed secretly 
aboard a train in Chihuahua, and ar- 
rived in Juarez last night. He would 
have escaped the rebel officials there, 
but for the watchful eyes of Capt. 
Carlos Gonzales, chief immigration 
officer in Juarez. Gonzales imme- 
taking him

garrison, who, notwithstanding the 
safe conduct, issued by his cousin,

Early today Gonzales, the man 
who blocked Enriles escape, was 
tiny dead with a bullet through his 
rain. 

The death of Gonzales, who was a 
classmate at Bucknell College of 
Christy Mathewson, the New York 
National League pitcher, is wunex- 
Pilained tonight. The general impres- 
sion is that the friends of Enrile 
cansed his death, fearing he might 
kill the latter despite the instructions 
from rebel headquarters. 

“You might as well get Gen. Oroz- 
co now,” said Enrile, firmly, as Texas 
Ranger Webster led him to the Coun- 
ty Jail. “T\came only for medical 
treatment, but if the Mexican Federal 


government aets me. the revolution 
has lost its personal friend and sup- 
porter.” 


Enrile talked of his own impor- 
ance to the rebel cause and expressed 
the fear that the Madero government 
would apprehend him by extradition. 
He will be held without bond for 
forty days. pending the arrival of ex- 
tradition papers from Mexico, when 
he will be given a hearing before 
a United States commissioner. 

Though Enrile’s flight by no means 
indicates the collapse of the rebel 
cause, it ie admitted here that 
bears out the reports of disorganiza- 


tion and internal intrigues with 
which the rebels are said to be 
struggling. 


Gen. Huerta was reported to have

VENICE, June 9.—Seven years ago 
today, while hundreds of men were at 
work night and day rushing the 
buildings of Venice to completion in 
order that the formal opening might 
take place July 4, three small auto- 
mobiles of low power chugged over 
the rough roads from Los Angeles 
and wheeszed along Windward ave- 
nue. Today several times three 
thousand machines of modern make 
shot noiselessly over the paved streets 
and delivered many thousand people 
ento the strand. 

On that other day the trolley cars, 
with Sunday trains consisting of one 
coach and a trailer, were depended 
upon entirely for transportation be- 
tween the city and the beach. Today 
the electric trains consist of three 
long cars, and yet although these run 
at intervals of several minutes and 
are always well filled on holidays the 
gasoline horseless vehicles, it has 
been estimated carry fully one-third 
of the thousands who seek pleasure 
ow the sand or in the surf. 

Today was no exception to the rule. 
Both automobiles and trolley cars 
were loaded, although the beach put 
On no special attraction and the heat 
was not intense away from the shore.

RUIT GROWERS 
WILL CONVENE. 


SANTA BARBARA PREPARES FOR 
COMING STATE MEETING. 


SANTA BARBARA, June 9.—State 
Horticultural Commissioner A. J. 
Cook was tn Santa Barbara today to 
complete preparations for the annual 
convention of State fruit growers, | 
which meets ‘here June 12th to 14th. 

Secretary E. O. Essig will arrive to- 
morrow to take charge of detaila. Not 
only a very exhaustive programme 
has been arranged, but there will be 
exhibits from many of the manufac- 
turers of articles of upe to horticul- 
turalists. Several hundred delegates 
are expected, and there are ambitions 
plans for their entertainment. 

TO PREVENT FIRES. 

Unusually thorough preparations 
are being made through the co-oper- 
ation of the forest service and farm- 
ers residing near the boundaries of 
the reserve, to prevent forest fires 
during the present summer. An 
auxiliary ranger force, supported by 
the ranchers, and fire fighting sta- 
tions, toward which land owners con- 
tribute, are being provided. Tool 
boxes stocked with shovels and other 
implements of attack upon biasing 
brush will be located at convenient 
and experienced rangers will 

entrusted to organize fire fighting 
squads among the farm hands. There 
have been no serious mountain fires 
in this vicinity since’ the forest re- 
serve was created, and the brush and 
forest growth is getting very heavy. 
constituting the greater menace, and 
stimulating the greater precaution.
